How To Get Rid. - 
Of Those Stains 


NE of the biggest troublon 
encountered by the house- 
wife during tha daily round {a 
the annoying stain which ao 
often seems to be found in 
fabrics or on furniture. They 
have tobe removed irrespective 
of their .cnuse, and different 
methods have to be employed to 
obliterate the disfiguring 
patches. 

It will bo found that dry flour 
often proves very uneful in re- 
moving grease \and of] tmarks 
from carpets, It is firat rubbed 
well into the fabric and allowed 
to remain:for some hours before 
brushing off. 

A thick Inyor of common salt 
is‘uscful in the case of ink- 
stains. This is allowed to ro- 
main for a few minutes to 
absorb the liquid, and then 
brushed off. Moro salt may bo 
required before all the ink has 
been absorbed The remainder 
can be rubbed with lemon julce, 
wiping clean with water. If the 
lemon cannot be applied at once, 
the Inyer of anit should be kept 
moist until it fs available, 

Most of the usual stains and 
discolorations, however, will 
respond to a lather of yellow 
soap applicd with a cloth, al- 
though enare must bo taken not 
to be too lavish with the water, 
After washing, the affected 
parts are rinsed with a weak 
solution of ammonia and water. 
FOR LEATHER AND MARBLE 

Warm water and vinegar, ap- 
plicd with a clean sponge, will 
remove most stains from lea- 
ther upholstery. The gloss can 
be restored by rubbing with a

For decades, Russian strength 
has been sapped by the necessity 
of having to guard.two long fron- 
tiers, so widely separnted’ that 
{transference of troops and guns 
to mect an emergency on either 
ono was out of the question. Every 
time the voice of M. Litvinov 
sounded In the council halls of 
Europe, a Dictator acted, secure 
in the knowledge that the words 
of the Sovict’s Foreign Secrotary 
would never be implemented. 

Now at last comes the oppor- 
tunity for ridding the Sovict once 
and for all from the menace of ao 
duat attack. Japan, involved in u 
first class war, her‘lines of com- 
munications growing over longer 
and longer in a country alive with 
well-armed guerilias, sher finan- 
cial. resources” severely strained, 
her people sullen . bencath the 
burdens of excessive taxation and 
conscription, presents a perfect 
turget for ao swift, paralysing 
blow. 

Chahgkufeng may have begun 
aa a border squabble.

With economic and- political 
conditions worsening at home and 
abroad, the Chamberlain Govern- 
Ment approaches the -‘General 
Election year with a poor record 
in domestic and forcign affairs. 

When Mr. Chamberlain assum- 
ed the office of Prime Minister in 
May last, it quickly became ap- 
parent that there was a cleavage 
of opinion between himself and 
the Foreign Secretary, Mr. Eden. 
In:a “I’m the New General Man- 
ager” style, he at once reversed 
the Baldwin policy of leaving 
each Minister to manage his own 
department, and personally open- 
ed direct negotiations with Signor 
Mussolini to get an Anglo-Italian 
understanding. Mussolini took 
these overtures to be an encourage- 
ment to intensify his campaign 
of abuse against Mr. Eden, 

This impossible situation was 
brought to a head by the resigha- 
tion of Mr, Eden and his Under- 
Secretary,- Lord Cranborne, on 
February 20, 1938.

In the enstern direction > the 
water has inundated the large terrl- 
torv north of the Yanatse, but ac- 
cording to reports recelved here 
the towna of Suaung, Taihu and 
Tatenshan have not yet been affect- 
od. 


DRIVE STOPPED, 

As the Chinese military spokea- 
man declared on Friday the floods 
have stopped the Japanese drive 
to the wert for the present. It in 
belfleved that any further spread 
of the inundation will force — the 
Japanese to retreat. At present, 
however, the Japanese are holding 
their positions along the. rond 
leading from Susung, over Taihu 
to Tsicnshan and are awaiting 
further development of the flood 
conditton.

SECURING LINES
